Fairfield is about 50 miles 
south of Salt Lake City, in semi- 
rugged Cedar Valley where the 
plant was last reported heard 
while en route to Los Angeles from 
Salt Lake City early this morning. 
Howard Harris, an inspector 
here for the Civil Aeronautics Au- 
thority, said he was informed that 
two persons on the plane were 
alive when it was found.

Owns 22 Billion in Metal, but 
It Is Melted Down—Can- 
ada Supplied Pieces. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 15 (AP).— 
The Treasury owns $22,743,838,- 
112.03 worth of gold but not a $5 
gold piece.

All our gold coins were melted 
down when the President called in 
gold currency, and only those held 
by collectors or illegal hoarders are 
now outstanding.

HERE A SUCCESS 
SURPRISE TEST T0 
BE ORDERED SOON 


‘It’s a Peach,’ Mayor Ex- 
claims as He Watches 
the Lights Go Out 
Praises Public for Ex- 
cellent Co-operation. 


Following the almost coniplete 
success of last night’s 20-minute 
St. Louis blackout, Civilian De- 
fense officials today began mak- 
ing plans for a second test black- 
out, within a short time, to be or- 
dered without previous announce- 
ment. 

The second test will, as nearly 
as possible, reproduce the condi- 
tions that would prevail in the 
case of an actual and sudden 


enemy air raid. Last night’s ex- 
periment, which had the widest 
possible advance publicity, was an 
effective training in this vital de- 
fense procedure, both for the well 
organized’ corps of wardens and 
other OCD workers, and for busi- 
ness men, householders and the 
general public. 

Success of last night’s test, 
from 10 to 10:20 o’clock, in the 
city and immediate western sub- 
urbs, was proclaimed enthusiasti- 
cally by Mayor William Dee Beck- 
er, Who viewed the scene by dim 
moonlight from the top of the 
Civil Courts building; by Defense 
Co-ordinator H. D. McBride, city 
Director of Public Safety; by offi- 
cial and unofficial viewers in the 
Park Plaza Hotel tower on Kings- 
highway, and on other tall build- 
ings; and by the function chiefs 
who received reports in the control 
room on the fourth floor of the 
Courts building. 

Mayor Says “It’s a Peach.” 
“It’s a peach,” the Mayor ex- 
claimed as he looked into the dark- 
ened expanse, lighted only by the 


control room, the Mayor said: 
“St. Louis has proven that it 
can protect itself effectively. There 
were only minor, almost negligible, 
violations of the blackout order. 
This test was to educate the pub- 
lic, not to scare it, and in that 
respect it was a success. It is a 
eomfort to know that the city is 
capable of shrouding itself in com- 
plete darkness if real disaster 
should threaten, 

“The amazing public sense of 
responsibility, demonstrated by the 
people of St. Louis in their almost 
perfect adherence to the regula- 
tions, is a source of gratification. 
The magnificent co-operation of 
the people was matched only by 
the fidelity of thousands of Ci- 
vilian Defense workers, each in 
his station, and by the work of the 
city’s regular public safety em- 
ployes.

_ headed the attacks on Munda be- 
ginning Dec. 9, ordinarily use Gua- 
dalcanal only as a refueling base 
and make their home field some- 
where else in the Solomons area 
more remote from the battle zone. 

Rear Admiral William Cham- 
bers of the Navy Medical Corps 
reported, meanwhile, that men 
wounded on Guadalcanal are 
speedily placed in modern, wtu-⸗ 
equipped hospitals, and that the 
mortality rate is very low. 

Admiral Chambers, just back 
from an inspection toum in the 
South Pacific, said the wounded 
were removed by ambulance plane 
to evacuation hospitals scattered 
through the area and that the 
mortality rate of 1 per cent for 


the first thousand wounded was | 


continuing. He said the normal ex- 
pectancy of mortality was 5 per 
cent, 

The Navy released the Admiral’s 
report, which mentioned the effi- 
ciency and bravery of doctors and 
hospital corpsmen, use of sulfa 
drugs, blood plasma and tetanus 
toxoid as aiding in the saving of 
the wounded men. 


SENATE INQUIRY INTO FUEL 
WEST OF MISSISSIPPI RIVER 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 15 (AP).— 
The Senate today authorized a 
special committee investigation of 
the fuel supply situation west of 
the Mississippi River, and voted an 
additional $10,000 to finance the 
work of another special commit- 
tee headed by Senator Maloney 
(Dem.), Connecticut, which is look- 
ing into general shortages of gaso- 
line, fuel oil and other petroleum 
products. 

The Trans-Mississippi Commit- 
tee, which probably will be headed 
by Senator Clark (Dem.), Missouri, 
or Senator Reed (Rep.), Kansas, 
also was voted $10,000 for expenses. 
Its chief aims will be to determine 
the present and potential supply 
of oil, natural gas and coal in the 
region bounded by the Mississippi, 
the Rocky Mountains, the Cana- 
dian border and Mexico; to investi- 
gate the most economical use of 
the fuels produced in the region, 
and to look into the possibility of 
increasing the supply of fuel. 

Fuel oil is rationed in the region, 
along with the rest of the United 
States, although the area produces 
about 68 per cent of the nation’s 
crude petroleum supply and is self- 
sufficient with regard to coal. 


SENATOR JOSH LEE NOMINATED 
BY ROOSEVELT FOR AIR POST

President Roosevelt today nomi- 
nated Senator Josh Lee (Dem.),

SOMEWHERE IN NEW 
GUINEA, Dec. 15 (AP).—The Jap- 
anese, making their seventh at- 
tempt to reinforce the trapped gar- 
risons along Buna Bay by sea, had 
Only two hours before dawn yes- 
terday to make landings from their 
ships off the mouths of the Ku- 
musi and Mambare Rivers. 

From each of five ships in the 
Japanese naval force four motor 
landing craft were launched, each 
with capacity of about 50 men. 

The Japanese reached shore and 
the landing craft were repeating 
the process when the Allied dawn 
patrol attacked. 

Australian-manned Beaufighters 
and United States Douglas A-20 
Boston (Havoc) attack bombers 
swooped over the landing barges 
with machine guns and cannon 
blazing. 

The flyers said afterward that 
hundreds of Japanese were seen 
swimming and aboard small craft. 
' This action was off Cape Ward- 
hunt, a swampy area. 

The Japanese unloaded into the 
water at least 500 oil drums lashed 
together in rafts of 40 drums each. 
Crates in nets were lashed to the 
undersides of the rafts where they 
were least likely to draw plane 
fire. The 22-galjon drums distinct- 
ly were marked to indicate they 
contained various types of supplies. 

Allied planes fired thousands of 
rounds of machine-gun: fire into 
this small area of water, killing 
more than 100 Japanese who were 
swimming and tugging the rafts 
toward the shore. 

Some of the Japanese stripped 
off their uniforms and dived into 
the water in an effort to reach the 
shore, Others tried to shield them- 
selves near the rafts. 

At least five barges were strafed 
and sunk and several were dam- 
aged beyond repair. One steel barge 
was seen out of control, with Jap- 
anese dead draping its sides. 

The barges were targets for what 
the Allied pilots called “merry-go- 
round fire.” They would make full 
circles over and over again at ex- 
tremely low altitudes, strafing the 
enemy.

SCUTTLING OF FRENCH FLEET 
THOROUGH JOB, MUSELIER SAYS 


LONDON, Dec. 15 (AP).—Vice 
Admiral Emile Muselier, former 
commander of Fighting French 
naval forces, said today that a 
careful study of photographs of 
Toulon Harbor indicated that the 
destruction of the French home 
fleet was virtually 100 per cent 
complete. 

“One may say with certainty 
that the French fleet of Toulon no 
longer exists,” Muselier said, dis- 
agreeing with the statement of 
Secretary of the Navy Knox that 
20 ships apparently were left in- 
tact. 


Muselier said the Toulon roads 
were comparatively shallow and it 
was possible some of the ships ap- 
peared intact in photographs while 
actually lying on the bottom.

If the raid were a real one, ex- 
plained Superintendent of Mails 
Arthur G. Lane, the letters would 
be taken to the safety of a sub- 
basement and the parcel post pack- 
ages would be tossed into sacks 
and carted to the same floor. 
After 10 minutes allotted for care 
of the mail, the employes filed to 
Bomb Shelters 1, 2, 3 and 4. 
Postal officials had hoped there 
would be’ a large number of cus- 
tomers in the front lobby to par- 
ticipate in the drill, but the Christ- 
mas rush diminished to a trickle 
just before 10 o’clock and only a 
woman, two civilians and two sol- 
diers were doing business with the 
Postoffice when the alarm sounded. 
They were quickly directed by 
guards to the stairway at the east 
end leading to the ground floor. 
This stairway has 35 winding, con- 
crete steps. The ground floor is 


about 12 feet below the main. flogr. 

Bomb Shelter 1 is the corridor at 
the bottom of the steps. It is for 
women only, so the woman cus- 
tomer dropped out there and was 
soon joined by 12 girl employes of 
the lunchroom. The men eon- 
tinued to the end of the corridor, 
Bomb Shelter No, 2, where em- 
ployes who worked behind the win- 
dows on the north side of the 
lobby also had taken refuge. 

800 in Shelter. 

Shelter 3 consisted of a number 
of conjunctive corridors in the 
basement, two stories below the 
main floor. Here the bulk of the 
employes—about 800—were gath- 
ered. Shelter 4, two floors below 
ground level in the south end of 
the building, was for the 300 rail- 
way mail service employes who 
had been working on the second 
floor. 

Most of the employes stood quiet- 
ly, or sat on the floor, their backs 
against the wall, during the black- 
out. A few stretcher-bearers car- 
rying supposed victims provided 
some diversion. 

Walter R. Adams, chief air-raid 


‘warden for the Postoffice, reported 


that the building from the outside 
seemed completely dark. Only 
small pilot lights were left burn- 
ing‘in the shelters. 
All Doors Were Guarded. 

Postmaster W. Rufus Jackson 
said he was very happy about the 
success of the blackout, particu- 
larly since among the. participants 
were 600 temporary employes of 
high school age who had had no 
previous training for the drill. The 
employes were happy, too, because 
as one of the girls said: “We just 
have to sit here when we're sup- 
posed to be working.”

The Negro leaders said “We are 
fundamentally opposed to the prin-

The committee, speaking for the

The 
group said it believed the employ- 
ment of Negro policemen would 
enlist the full support of Negro 
citizens in control of lawless ele- 
ments of their own group.

The present attack is in the 
northern fringe of the Kalmuck 
steppe, level enough for tank op- 
erations.

The Soviet noon communique, de- 
scribing the struggle southwest of 
Stalingrad, said “our units repulsed 
four enemy counterattacks, one aft- 
er the other. Encountering a heavy 
barrage of artillery fire, the enemy 
each time was forced back without 
reaching Soviet positions. About 
600 enemy officers and men were 
left on the battlefield and five 
tanks were burned out. 

“In another sector our troops 
conducted offensive engagements 
and occupied a populated place, In 


fighting for this place about 500 
Hitlerite officers and men were 
killed. oe 

“Our troops captured three 


tanks, 30 guns, 40 machine guns, 
200 rifles, 50 trucks, 10 carts and 
eight depots of munitions, food or 
clothing. Fifty enemy soldiers 
were taken prisoner.” 

Northwest of Stalingrad, the 
Red Army soldiers occupied a new 
line of trenches in the Volga-Don 
corridor and their guns kept up an 
increasingly intensive pounding of 
the German garrisons in the area, 
dispatches said. 

As in the area southwest of 
Stalingrad, the Germans are using 
tank formations in groups as 
large as 30 which roll over the 
hardened snow. 

Reds Gain on Central Front. 

A strong German counterblow 
west of Rzhev on the central 
front was warded off, it was as- 
serted, and Soviet forces occupied 
a new line of trenches. The Rus- 
slans said they were able to turp 
captured machine guns on the 
Germans who tried, im vain, to re- 
take the trenches at dugk with 
eight counterattacks.

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GERMAN ATTACK AIMED 
AT FREEING POCKETED 
DON TROOPS, BRITISH SAY 


LONDON, Dec. 15 (AP). 


HE Germans have launched 
T a counterattack in the 

Kotelnikovski area, 90 miles 
southwest of Stalingrad, which 
is likely to prove a large-scale 
operation aimed at freeing 
Nazi divisions in the Stalin- 
grad pocket east of the Don, 
British military sources said 
today. 

The commentators said the 
Germans apparently had been. 
organizing this attack for the 
last three weeks. Preparation 
had taken so long, it was said, 
for three reasons: | 

1. The Germans had no tech- 
nical reserves at hand and had 
to bring them in from the 
Ukraine and Crimea. (This ap- 
parently refers to engineer and 
communications troops.) 

2. Bad weather held up troop 
movements; 

3. The Russian offensive in 
sectors west of Moscow pinned 
down German troops there and 
thus no reserves from those 
sectors were available.

“Enemy forces which are en- 
circled southeast of Toropets tried 
in vain to break out,” the com- 
munique said. “German attacks in 
a sector west of Toropets led to 
a break-through of enemy posi- 
tions which had been effectively 
mined and protected by strong 
wire entanglements.” (Toropets is 
some 40 miles’ east of Velikie 
Luki.) 

“In the central sector. all 
attempts of the Soviets failed, as 
heretofore, to break through Ger- 
man positions,” the communique 
asserted. 

In the Don-Volga area, other 
Russian thrusts were reported 
stopped in fierce tank battles.

British fighters, ‘presumably op- 
erating form Malta, shot down two 
northbound German planes near 
Lampedusa Island, midway  be- 
tween Malta and the coast of Tu- 
nisia, the communique said. 

The changing balance in air 
power—key to the whole , fight— 
Was seen in the communique’s an- 
nouncement that from these at- 
tacks, from incessant strafing of 
Rommel’ s retreat, and from raids 
on Axis shipping off the North 
African coast, only two planes 
failed to return to their bases. 

The Italian communique ac- 
knowledged the intensity of the 
air attack on Tunis and said the 
port of Sousse also was hard hit. 
It reported 200 killed in the two 
cities. It also said Naples was 
raided last night and “some dozens 
of bombs dropped.” No civilian 
casualties were reported. 

There has been no Allied an- 
nouncement of a Naples raid. 


Bizerte Attacked. 

In Tunisia, where heavy. rain 
had turned roads into strips of 
mud and hampered ground opera- 
tions, the United States Army Air 
Forces yesterday, for the second 
day, struck at the Axis supply 
ports along the eastern coast with 
destructive loads of explosive and 
‘incendiary bombs. 

Flying Fortresses attacked docks 
and ships at the formidable Bi- 
zerte naval base and at Tunis, 
shooting down three of nine Mes- 
serschmitts which attempted to 
frustrate the attack. Medium 
bombers were sent to rake the 
docks at Sousse, below Tunis. 
Fighter-bombers raided the rail- 
way yards at Sfax, still farther 
south, and started fires, apparently 
among gasoline tank cars.. The 
flames were visible for 40 miles. 
Other fighter planes blew up a 
railroad locomotive with cannon 
fire. 

The same points had been sub- 
jected to destructive attack from 
the air Sunday. 

In contrast to the British an- 
nouncement of weak Axis resist- 
ance in Libya, the Italians said 
fighting there had«been violent, 
and declared that “In spite of 
enemy superiority in men and ma- 
terial, the enemy. advance was 
stopped by the brave resistance of 
Italian armored units.” It claimed 
22 British armored cars had been 
knocked out and 10 planes de- 
stroyed. — 

The Rome report suggested that 


4 once again Rommel might have 


left his Italian allies to fight what- 
ever rearguard action there was. 


The Morocco radio, in a broad- 
cast of a dispatch purportedly 
from Cairo, said Rommel’s forces 
numbered four German divisions, 
including two armored divisions. 

While the exact location of the 
back-tracking Axis forces was not 
known, the military correspondent 
of the London Daily Mail estimated 
that advance British forces already 
had passed the Marble Arch air- 
field 40 miles west of El Agheila. 

Misurata Oasis. 

In the expanse into which Rom- 
mel is retreating there are but 
four spots with water supplies—at 
Zauta en Nofilia, 125 miles west 
of El Agheila, where there are 
three big wells; at Sirte, which also 
has several good wells; at Fourat- 
el-Souen, where there is water 
enough to support only a popula- 
tion of 200; and at Misurata, which 
is a large oasis with good water. 
From Misurata to Tripoli, the 
country is under cultivation and 
water supply is no problem. 

The German high command re- 


sank a 6000-ton transport and dam- 
aged an American destroyer in a 
torpedo attack off the Algerian 
port of Oran, a claim which had 
no confirmation from other sources. 
Berlin also said German bomb- 
ers caused considerable damage in 
night attacks on the harbor at 
Bone, eastern Algerian port near 
the border of Tripoli. 

The Berlin radio said Allied

to retreat westward and reported 
that “in local thrusts our troops 
destroyed some enemy tanks.”

WASHINGTON, Dec. 15 (AP).— 
The Supreme Court took under ad- 
visement today the appeals for for- 
mer Missouri political boss Thom-

mack, St. Louis insurance man, 
from their contempt-of-court con- 
viction in connection with the Mis- 
souri fire insurance settlement 
scandal.

During argument by William S. 
Hogsett, special Government coun- 
sel, Chief Justice Stone said: “Per- 
haps all of these acts are con- 
temptuous until] the conspiracy is 
ended.” 

“Yes,” replied Hogsett, “the fraud 
starttd in the right jurisdiction 
and then continued. The conspir- 
acy continued until the men de- 
livered the goods or completed 
their objective.”

Greeley, 
37 years old, of Saugus, Mass., suf- 
fered the injury to his foot when 
a 38-foot landing boat was bat- 
tered in forcing its way through 
heavy surf.

Ships took most of them from Australia 
to the Solomons and New Guinea, with plane protec- 
tion. With most of the carriers knocked out, much 
of the recent fighting in the Southwest Pacific has 
been conducted without planes. And on the other 
side of the globe, an 850-ship armada headed for 
Africa offered air power a wonderful chance to win 
a smashing victory. 

If the day of the warship is done, as air fanatics 
declare, how does it happen that the British Navy 
is in control of the Atlantic? And why do the Brit- 
ish spend so much time and effort seeing that none 
of Germany’s big surface ships, such as the Tirpitz, 
gets loose to prey on the vital convoys? It does ap- 
pear that navies, instead of being targets for planes 
to sink, are controlling the ocean supply lines which 
sustain foot soldiers and planes in the battle area. 

There has been too much of the blind belief that 
planes are exempt from the limitations that surround 
all weapons. This idea has been brought about 
by such things as the painting of distorted pictures 
in which a ‘battleship of pre-Jutiand vintage is 
tossed as a. helpless victim to super-planes that are 
still in a rather dreamy blueprint stagé. As planes 
improve, ships improve, and so do aerial land de- 
fenses. \ 

Too many persons forget that the radio locator 
played a part in making London raids too costly for 
the Nazi airmen. Too many never heard the words 
of Maj. Gen. of Aviation N. Zhuraviev who wrote in 
Red Star early in October that Stalingrad had been 
subjected to bombings equivalent to the effect of a 
9000-plane raid. Stalingrad is still standing, a mon- 
ument to Zhuraviev’s meaty statement: “When a 
skillful and stubborn resistance is developed in the 
air as well as on land, even superior air forces of 
the enemy cannot decide the result of a war or 


‘the result of a separate,combat.” 


Italy is being pounded by bombers. now. It re- 
mains to be seen if she can put up a “skillful and | 
stubborn resistance.” Judging. from her record, she 
cannot begin to equal the Russians of Stalingrad or 
Sevastopol. Italy is a fine target for air power. And 
things look bad for Italy, judging from Lieut. Gen. 
Henry H. Arnold’s statement the other day that our 
air force is going to deal some “paralyzing blows to 
our enemies.” But even Arnold did not say air power 
alone would win. 

This war will be won by the skill and bravery 
of men who are well supplied and who. make the 
best use of their weapons. ‘This means that there 
must be a wise co-ordination of air, land and sea 
forces. The airman can do much to blast the way, 
but the man with the bayonet must follow. The 
ships must back him up or he will starve or run 
out of*mmunition. Mahan and Clausewitz still de- 
serve a place on the shelf, despite the impetuous 
Severskys and Ziffs. 
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HOW TO FIGHT A PRAIRIE FIRE. 

One of the great hazards of pioneer days in the 
West, a hazard which still remains in some sections, 
was the prairie fire. These great conflagrations of 
late summer sometimes raged on a front miles in 
extent. They swept across the countryside and, 
uniess stopped in time, engulfed the settler’s home, 
his farm buildings, his crops, his livestock, some- 
times even his entire family. 

Trying to fight a prairie fire by means of wet 
sacks and bucket brigades was often futile, for the 
flames were too fierce and too widespread. So the 
pioneers: adopted a plan of starting a’ backfire ‘of 
their own while the prairie fire was still at a dis- 
tance. They set fire to the grass around their 
buildings, and kept the blaze carefully under con- 
trol. When the prairie fire reached these burned- 
off spots, it had nothing to feed upon, so died out 
or made a detour. 

Hence the old saying about “fighting fire with 
fire.” Nobody would have dreamed of telling the: 
farmer that this was highly dangerous, that fire 
was a treacherous enemy, that he must sit and wait 
for the fire to come to his premises before he did 
anything te. counter it. 

In accepting the aid of Admiral Darlan, the Allies 
are fighting fire with fire. They know that a former 
Nazi collaborator, like a fire, may be a dangerous 
enemy, but they also know that a backfire under 
proper control has often been a life-saver.

Further changes in 
the price setup for women’s, girl’s and children’s 
clothing were also announced, although it was said 
that these will not reach the ultimate consumer.

Thus, the spectacle of an ever-rising price struc- 
ture not only makes for a considerable amount of 
speculative business and consequent pressure from 
the speculators for still higher prices, but it con- 
stitutes a serious threat to the stability of wage 


contracts and the orderly financing of the war. P 


There is no point in arguing that prices went up 
faster and farther during the last war. -This one is 
much more expensive and may last indefinitely long- 
er. The fact that we were able to recover from a bad 
touch of inflation a- quarter-century ago is no in- 
ducement to take the same risks a second time. 
Indeed, it is one more warning that the present 
price situation must be tightened up. 
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BLACKOUT. 

St. Louis blacked out last night with the alacrity 
of a veteran of scores of blitz raids. Not only were 
lights turned out or covered quickly, but motorists 
and pedestrians also did their best to clear the 
streets. , 

For wardens, policemen and those others who 
had business in the streets, it was a thrilling ex- 
perience. They saw an entirély new city. Where 
they were accustomed to seeing the lights of shops 
and hotels, there were big masses of blacks, misty 
blues and soft grays, and, above the crenelated line 
of roofs, moon silver—a new city, yery beautiful and 
very empty. f 

But the occasional red dot of a flash light remind- 
ed them that this was rehearsal for a grim business, 
that the transformation of their city was a_ sign 
of how close to it war might come. 
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ETHIOPIA GETS IN. 

The United Nations now have another member, 
with Ethiopia’s announcement that it had declared 
war on Germany, Japan and Italy. Haile Selassie’s 
tribesmen are sure to fight like demons against the 
Axis forces, since they felt the brutal hand of 
Fascism long before any of their European allies 
did.

It was all Morton Cooper and 


Johnny Beazley as far as National 


League pitching honors last season were concerned, according to of- 


ficial averages released today. 


Cooper ranked first in efficiency, 


with Beazley second, while in percentage of games won and lost, 
Beazley was tne No. 1 man and Cooper No. 2. | 


Cooper, already acclaimed as the, 


National League’s “most valuable” 
player for the 1942 campaign, had 
a truly remarkable record. The 
big right-hander stopped the enemy 
with only 55 earned runs in 279 
innings,.an average of 1.77 a game. 
It was the best efficiency mark in 
the league since 19338, when Cari 
Hubbell finished with 1.66. Oooper 
won 22 games, more than any of 
his rivals, while he also pitched 
10 shutouts, the highest total for 
a pitcher since 1933 when Hubbell 
had the same figure. 

And to delve further into Coop- 
er’s exploits for the campaign, it 


is found that he pitched four) 


games in which he stopped the 
opposition with only two hits, while 
in two others he yielded only three 
safeties. 

Beazley Had 21-6 Mark. 

Beazley, the 21-year-old right- 
hander, hero of the world series 
with the Yankees, who is now in 
the Army, was not far behind. In 
games won and lost, Beazley fin- 
ished with 21-6 .778, while Cooper 
had 22-9 .759. Beazley, serving his 
first campaign in the big tent, 
yielded 2.13 earned runs a game, 
stopping the enemy with 51 in 213 
rounds, Cooper pitched 22 complete 
rames and Beazley 13. They were

The Reichswehr resisted, Roehm 
insisted, and Hitler cut the Gord- 
ian knot by killing Roehm and his 
chief Heutenants. 

It seemed at the time to be. a 
eomplete victory for’ the Reichs- 
wehr, but it was connected ‘with 
Goering’s murder of two.“political” 
generals, not of the Nazi persua- 
sion, Von Schleicher and Von Bre- 
dow. With.this, Hitler, at the very 
moment of yielding to ‘them, ut- 
tered a tefrible warning to the 
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bargaining purposes. Actually, that 
was how Hit first used it—in his 
series of bloodless victories. 

The Officers’ Corps warned. Hit- 
ler in anticipation of every radical 
step. Having gotten the army they 
wanted from Hitler, they were not 
at all enthusiastic about being led 
to war under his leadership, which 
they distrusted. There is evidence 
that some of them warned the 
western powers to oppose the re- 
occupation of the Rhineland, and 
it is known that the army only 
undertogk to march into the 
Rhinelahd with instructions to re- 
treat if entountering opposition. 

The first “open break after the 
Roehm affair between members of 
the High Commend and the ‘Hitler 
Government occurred in January, 
1938, over two matters: the Blom- 
berg case and the march into Aus- 
tria. 

Gen, Blomberg was the mediator 
between the Officers’ Corps and 
the Nazi party. The Officers’ 
Corps regarded him as a coémpro- 
mising character,and dangerous to 
them, “They used the occasion, of. 
his marriage to a light lady to |F 
force his resignation. At the same 
time 13 other Generals were ne 
missed, and in these dismissals 
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Army won, in the case of Blom- 
berg, and also against having 
Goering as his successor, Hitler 
dismissed the leaders of the oppo- 
sition against his politico-war 
plans Chief of these was Gen.-von 
Fritsch, who opposed marching 
into Austria, perhaps for military.

The 
Officers’ Corps accepted Hitler’s 
political leadership as essential to 
winning the war and, indeed, he 
emerged in their minds as a polit- 
ical genius. Hitler,.on the other 
hand, left the military campaigns 
to the Generals. So everything 
was hunky dory until the war in 
Russia began.

ASE X-181: Ray R., aged 44, is vice-president in charge of 
industrial relations, in one of America’s great industries. 
“We have recently tried a new plan for dealing with labor 


problems,” he said. “When a worker makes some serious mistake 


or is drunk or otherwise subject. 


— to formal censure, we have the 
foreman send him home. The 
foreman thus doesn’t have to ad- 
judicate the situation and get into 
a quarrel with the man. He simply 
tells the employe that orders from 
up above force. him to do this. 
The workers will be later called 
before our examining board for a 
fair hearing. Within the next day 
or so, he receives this summons to 
appear’ and tell his story. We 
have a three-man board which 
hears such cases. They are not 
in daily contact with the workers 


and thus have no personal bias or animosity regarding him.

“FURTHERMORE, IF he should become indignant at them, 


this anger will not be so likely to fasten itself upon his fore- 
man, under whom he will probably again go back to work. We 
have found that by such a plan, we eliminate a great deal of 
personalities and emotional conflict. Thus we can more logical- 


ly analyze the facts in the case. The foremen like our new 
echeme, too, for they are thus relieved of the worst headaches 
entailed in supervising men. They can/pass the buck, so to 
speak, to this three-man board and thus escape with a minimum 
of ill will from the erring worker. Don’t you think we are using 


good psychology?” 


RR 
YES, RAY IS employing clever psychological strategy. When 


a worker is guilty of serious violation of established rules, he 
must be censured. But we seldom like to be criticised, even 
though we deserve it. We tend to project our resulting ill will 
upon the one who gives us the reprimand. If this happens to 
be our immediate superior or foreman, then we may grumble 
and carry a grudge against him. But if it is a detached board 
with whom we do not come into daily contact, then our friendly 
relationship with the foreman is not so seriously impaired, Be- 
sides, Ray’s plan also brings the violation to the attention of 
the man’s wife. As a third party to the quarrel, she usually has 
@ more detached point of view, and is likely to side with the 
findings of the investigating board. If her husband has been 
drunk or has carelessly ruined some valuable machinery or mer- 
chandise, these facts will be confirmed. Despite her husband's 
ire and tendency to pass the buck, his wife can appreciate facts, 
and help persuade him that he isn’t being unfairly treated.

FREQUENTLY the chairman of a public’ meeting, or of a 


committee or board of directors, will encounter suggestions or 
proposals that are patently unwise if not sometimes downright 
stupid. Instead of quickly “showing up” the foolishness of such 
a proposal and thus engendering the ill will of its propounder, 
the tactful chairman will smile graciously and, with apparent 


eager affirmation, suggest that such an idea or measure certain- 
ly warrants being looked into more completely. He will there- 
upon recommend that a committee of two or three men investi- 
gate the new suggestion in detail and report at a subsequent 
meeting. The propounder of that idea inflates his chest with 
pride and thus looks with approval upon the chairman. A 
month or so later when an adverse report is rendered by the 
investigating committee, the feelings of the originator of the 
idea are not so offended, for the lapse of time and impersonal- 
ized report have shielded his vanity.

TUFFED cabbage rolls have 

come to us from practically 

every country in Europe, s0 
they might be called a truly Amer- 
ican dish, Today’s recipe is a typi- 
cal example of the Scandinavian 
version, known as “kaldolmar.” The 
wilted cabbage leaves have a meat 
and rice stuffing, and the rolls are 
served with a sweet-sour brown 
gravy. This dish is an excellent 
meat extender, and a fine way of 
giving style and importance to 
ground beef. 


Stuffed Cabbage Rolls. 


One-third cup raw rice, two cups 
milk, three-fourths pound ground 
beef, one-eighth pound ground salt 
pork, one egg, beaten, one. and one- 
fourth teaspoon salt, dash black 
pepper, one small head cabbage, 
two tablespoong butter, two table- 
spoons brown sugar, one cup boil- 
ing water, one bouillon cube, one 
tablespoon flour, two teaspoons 
vinegar. 


Wash rice thoroughly through 
several cold waters; drain well and 
place in top of double boiler with 
one cup of the’ milk. Cook over 
boiling water until tender; then 
cool. Combine with meat, egg, sea- 
sonings and rest of milk, and place 
in refrigerator, Trim soiled outer 


leaves from cabbare and discr~d; 
cut out core. Immerse whole head 
in boiling salted water and parboil 
just until leaves are pliable. Then 
remove from water, drain thor-~ 
oughly, and remove whole large 
leaves from the head. 

Place a tablespoonful of the meat 


and rice mixture:in the center of © 


each cabbage leaf, and fold the leaf 
over it envelope fashion, fastening 
the flap down with .a toothpick. 
Brown the rolis on both sides in 
the butter in a heavy skillet; then 
sprinkle with sugar and pour on 
the boiling water in which the 
boulHon cube has been dissolved. 
Cover skillet tightly and simmer 
gently for one and one-half hours, 
basting and turning occasionally. 
Remove cabbage rolls and thicken 
liquid with the flour blended to a 
smooth paste with a little cold wa- 
ter. Stir in vinegar and serve 
gravy with the rolls. Four to five

Next to the exchange of gifts, 
the most deeprooted of all the 
practices connected with this fes- 
tive season is the display of the 
Christmas tree. 

That the tree should have be- 
come so universally inseparable 
from the observance of Christmas 
is particularly singular, since in 
its origin there is nothing of the 
spirit of Christmastide. 

It seems to have started this 
way: 

The palm tree puts forth a 
branch every month, From this 
circumstance and symbolic of the 
completed year, the ancient Egyp- 
tians, at the time of their winter 
solstice, displayed in their homes 
a twelve-shoot spray of the palm.

THE SECOND group consists in 
those which are not on the surface 
of the body, but sufficiently close 
to the surface that they are ac- 
cessible to examination.

Treatment is usually by a com- 
bination of surgery and irradiation. 
By *-radiation, we mean either 
X-ray or radium.

The third group consists in can- 
cers which are internal in every 
sense of the word—those involv’ng 
the stomach, bowel or kidney. Here 
the symptoms are unexplained 
weight loss, feeling of weakness or 
fatigue, pallor coming on suddenly 
in the midst of good health.

IN THE GREAT majority of 
cases the cancer comes on in mid- 
dle age and rather after the merid- ~ 
ian of life—more likely after 35, 
even more likely after 40, even 
more likly still after 50 and not so 
frequently after 60. 

The ages to watch ont for these 
symptoms then are from 40 to 60, 
Perhaps the best advice is to an- 
ticipate and go to your family doc- 
tor once a year for an examina- 
tion. Such annual examinations 
require a good deal of judgment 
and wisdom to prevent them from 
doing harm, but there is no ques- 
tion that if one is on the lookout 
for it, a good many cases of in- 
ternal cancer can be detected by 
such means in time to cure them 
completely.
